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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claim 1-7, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach the 
limitation of a solid electrolytic capacitor comprising: a solid electrolyte layer disposed 
between first electrode layer and second electrode layer and adjacent to the dielectric 
layer, the solid electrolyte containing a conjugated polymer compound and a polymer 
compound having a proton-donating functional group. 

With respect to claims 8-9, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a solid electrolyte layer forming step in which a monomer-containing 
composition, including a monomer for a conjugated polymer compound and a solution 
containing a polymer compound having a proton-donating functional group dissolved in 
a solvent.
